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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons of the record. The applicants 
argue that the claims require both transporting devices to have operating ranges, which include all processing tanks. The applicants allege 
that the rejections made in the previous Office action are not proper. This is not persuasive. The claims require the transport devices to 
operate only in the ranges, which include the first and the last processing tanks. The claims neither specified what is considered to be the 
first and the last tank, nor provide structural relations between the tanks. The claims do not even require the apparatus to include any 
other tanks except for the referenced the first and the last tank. It means that the ranges have to have at least two tanks in common, but 
the claims do not require the ranges to have any other tanks or all the tanks of the apparatus in common. Such is disclosed by Kobayashi 
et al. See at least Figure 1 and parts {0059-0060]. For example, transfer devices 1c and 1b have devices 3b and 7 in common, these 
transport devices operate in ranges, which includes the referenced tanks, any one of which can be interpreted as "the firs" or "the last". 
The applicants* arguments are more specific than the claims and not persuasive .
